SHADOWS OF KVJSNTS 


EFFECTUALLY; 


There are timei when we are im- 


pressed with what is eaid regarding 
events predicted to occur In the future 
—that is, coming events oast their 
shadows before, In what IB said re- 
•pectingthem. When the writer read 
the address made and published by 
Senator Chandler and 
others who 


participated ID malting it last Novem- 
ber, to tbe people ot New Hampshire, 
he was impressed with the truth of the 
•tatementsand predictions aiadeabont 
the future action of Congress in the 
matter of trusts, which caused a care- 
ful reading or the language used and 
Statements made 


The JOURNAL made some comments 


upon what was said at the time it came 
to hand regarding the probable truth

Congress has convened and 


acted since the address was made upon 
the 
question of trusts, and it may 


jfive some light about the truth of 
coming events casting thoir shadows 
before, to repeat at this lime some of the 
statements made in tbe address.

"The undersigned Republicans so-

earns ot <noney from office-holders, 
treasurers of 
railroads and 
other 


sources, and the promotion of honest 
election method. The suppression of 
evils arising from trusts." 


Under tbe head of trusts the address 


advooatea the universal application m 
the State of the principle of unre- 
stricted oompetitioD, which Is the life 
of trade and the basis of all prosperity 
In society, and tbe election of members 
of the legislature and of congress who 
will enforce this principle. The ad- 
dross states its convention will readily 
enough denounce trusts and declare 
for competition. "Tbe danger is that 
tbe oiuse will be betrayed by repre- 
sentativeu and senators in State legis- 
latures and in tho national congress, 
so that extiaordmary pains must be 
taken by the people to stand against 
such betrayals." 


The appeal concludes. 
"The under- 


signed believe that the neglect by 
Bopnblioans to pursue earnestly and 
in good faith the objects named above 
will endanger ^Republican ascendancy 
in the State and nation, while in the 
sincere and effective pursuit of those, 
State and national victory in 1900 will 
be achieved." 


It will seem very much to those who 


observed the shadows that they truly 
represented 
coming 
events, 
more 


especially "The danger is that the 
cause will be betrayed by representa- 
tives and senators in the national 
congress." Could there have been a 
more complete betrayal of the people 
in the matter of truits than was made 
in congress?
